SARL BULLETIN SUNDAY 2002:04:21 


The AGM of the SARL was held at the NARC yesterday, Saturday the 

20th of April.. The meeting was well attended by more than 40 members and 
more than 200 proxys were registered. Several important decisions were taken, 
after extensive discussion and the meeting lasted well into the afternoon. The 
most intensive discussions were held on the budget of the SARL and the matter 
of annual fees. Members voted on three alternative budgets, the budget that 
was finally decided on, set substantially lowered annual fees. Among the many 
cost saving measures introduced, was suspension of the SARL’s membership of 
the IARU. At the council meeting held after the AGM, Sid Tyler ZS6AYC, vice 
president of the SARL during the previous term, was elected as president. The 
new vice-president will be Dennis Green ZS4BS. Bill Norval ZS5KD remains the 
secretary and treasurer. Two new councillors were elected. They are Francois 
Botha ZS6BUU and Karl Canitz ZS1KC. There were some changes to the other 
council portfolios. The details will appear in Radio ZS.

Bert Buckley Six metre Trophy Awarded by Council to any radio amateur for 
his/her individual achievements with transmissions in the six metre amateur 
band. This award is not for the longest distance worked but for outstanding 
work or activity on six metres. Hal Lund ZS6WB For promoting 6m and 2m 
Meteor Scatter operation. 


Icom Excellence Award This award is bestowed annually by Council on the am- 
ateur who through his/her activity in the Amateur Service has brought inter- 
national recognition to South Africa by either the achievement of a VHF/UHF 
long distance record which is internationally recognised by the IARU, or by 
service to the Republic of South Africa or the SARL in the field of scientific 
research using the amateur spectrum, or in promoting the amateur service in- 
ternationally or as Council may determine from time to time. The recipient 
for this award is Hans Potgieter ZS6ALJ, the immediate past President of the 
SARL.
